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THE DOWN TOWN CLUB 


Fas 1 year 1947 marks the fiftieth anniver- 


sary of the founding of The Down Town Club in Philadelphia. 


Fifty years is not a long span of time as traditions and organizations go in historic 
Philadelphia. Here the contemporary scene is enriched with many business houses 
and other institutions that had their origin farther back in the city’s history. But the 
Club's rich heritage from the past is today a matter of genuine pride to every 
member, and very properly so. 

In 1897, newspapers headlined the treaty annexing Hawaii and the gold strike 
in the Klondike. War broke out between Greece and Turkey. In Washington the 
new Congressional Library was opened, and in New York the Ulysses S. Grant 
Memorial was dedicated in Riverside Park. William McKinley was President. 

In Philadelphia that year, labor unions were drilling daily under arms ready 
“to act when their interests were threatened.” All-wool cheviot suits were advertised 
in leading department stores at $4.00—“well worth $7.50.” Full-time servants with 
highest references were advertising for employment for $1.50 weekly, and a Bryn 
Mawr estate of 7 acres featuring a 14-room house and a 9-room cottage went 
begging at $14.00 a month. Sousa’s Band was headlined at the Academy of Music. 

It was in April of that year—1897—that a group of prominent citizens, many of 


them associated with the financial institutions then located in downtown Phila- 
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delphia, organized the luncheon club which was called The Down Town Club. The 


following prominent gentlemen composed the first Board of Governors:

The original clubrooms of The Down Town Club were on the top floor of the 
Bullitt Building. From the beginning, the Club established a very high standard of 
service and enjoyed an enviable reputation for the quality of its food. The entrance 
fee was set at $100, the annual dues at $75. 

With a highly select membership, an unsurpassed cuisine and excellent service, 
the Club prospered without interruption for a number of years. In the late 1920's, 
however, the removal of the financial district to uptown locations resulted in the 
resignation of many members, and the Club’s long period of prosperity was severely 
threatened. | 

Meanwhile, the late Cyrus Curtis had provided for an elaborate and exclusive 
luncheon club in the new Ledger Building. This club was known as the “Ledger 
Club,” with entrance fees and dues identical with those of The Down Town Club. 
Though this club was composed of about 100 prominent Philadelphia men, it was 
operated on so sumptuous a scale that an annual deficit resulted. Mr. Curtis gra- 
ciously reimbursed the Ledger Club for those deficits, and thus kept it in operation. 

Thus it came about that the two clubs, each with a very fine reputation but 
each operating under grave difficulties, elected to merge in 1929, retaining the 
name of The Down Town Club, with a membership of 250. 

Though Mr. Curtis’ great personal interest in the Club continued, though the 
Club paid no rent for the beautiful quarters it now occupied in the Ledger Building, 
the years following 1929 proved disastrous from an operating standpoint. Mem- 


bership was decimated by resignations and nonpayment of dues. Deficit followed

deficit, and by October 1, 1934, there was a total deficit of nearly $80,000 and a 
resident membership of only 84. It was the low point in the Club's history. . 


A special meeting of all members called that same October might very well 
have resulted in the dissolution of the Club. However, Mr. Curtis’ long and gen- 
erous support of the Club was climaxed at this time when the Curtis Estate offered 
as a gift the furniture, fixtures and equipment with which he had fitted out the Club 


if it elected to continue. 


Continue it did; the late Malcolm B. Foard and Halver T. Sorensen were elected 
directors. Mr. Foard assumed the presidency and Mr. Sorensen was made Chairman 
of the House Committee. During the year 1935 one hundred and twenty new mem- 
bers were elected and the operating deficit for the year was only $12,000 as against 
more than twice that amount the previous year. The struggle to meet obligations 
lasted for the next six years, with Mr. Foard and Mr. Sorensen carrying on the 
battle with calm determination. In 1936 William Vlachos and Dodd Bryan joined 
the team. Mr. Vlachos, as Chairman of the Membership Committee, proved to be a 
tower of strength and Mr. Bryan was made Secretary. In 19387 Lewis W. Trayser was 
elected a director, and Russell J. Bauer became Treasurer in 1938. By November 1940 
the crisis was past—over five hundred dues-paying members and no debts. Mr. 
Foard was succeeded in the presidency by Mr. Sorensen, who was to have six years 


free of financial worries, but other problems were on the horizon. 


During the war years, The Down Town Club managed to maintain an unpar- 
alleled reputation for the quality of its food and service, despite severe shortages 
of both. It followed inevitably that there should be an unprecedented demand for 
membership, and an embarrassing influx of guests. To limit both in accordance with 
the capacity of the Club to maintain fine food and service for its current members, 
membership had to be limited to a total of approximately 800 resident members 
and a guest charge of $1.00 was imposed. 

Today there is a waiting list of some 200 applicants for membership, but the 
Board of Directors is reluctant to permit a membership larger than the present 
one. There have been very few admissions in the past two years. 
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On its fiftieth anniversary, The Down Town Club’s condition is by far the best 
in its long history. Its membership, composed today as in earlier days of prominent 
Philadelphia gentlemen, is at capacity; its operating capital is ample, and a con- 
siderable fund has been accumulated for redecoration and making necessary repairs 
of and additions to furniture and equipment. Certain elements in the redecoration 


program have already been completed. 


No account of the unique merits and achievements of The Down Town Club 
would be complete without recognition of the Club’s staff of 76 employees, of 
whom 13 have been in the employ of the Club ten years or longer. Under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Fernand A. Gspann, Manager since the merger of the two clubs in 
1929, a staff of unusual ability and loyalty has been built. The assistant Manager, 
Jacob Dowey, started with the Club as a bus boy 15 years ago. Emil Rebmann, 
our very capable headwaiter, came to the Club in 1980. Mr. John H. Webber, our 
guest clerk, is a former member of the Club. Mary Steinmann, bookkeeper, and 
Margaret Willingmyer, captain, have been employed since the 1929 merger. 

The two large and completely modern Club kitchens are staffed with special- 
ists in every line of food preparation—butchers, roast cooks, fry cooks, bakers. The 
dining rooms are staffed with trained, courteous waitresses and the Grill has expert 
barmen and an oysterman. 

Without this excellent staff of conscientious supervisors and employees, The 
Down Town Club might be good, but it could not enjoy its present nation-wide 
reputation as one of the finest luncheon clubs in America. 

This book was created to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of the founding 
of The Down Town Club. The present Club is described and pictured in interest- 
ing detail on the pages which follow—its physical accommodations, its facilities, its 
rules and regulations, its membership. 

But the Club’s worthy history is the heritage from which its present enviable 
reputation developed. Down Town Club members avail themselves of the various 
privileges and the fellowship of the Club with relish; they entertain their guests 
here with pride. They do so with very good reason. 
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The main lobby of The Down Town Club awaits the noontime influx

RULES OF THE HOUSE COMMIPELTEE. 
Approved by the Board of Directors 


The Down Town Club will be open for the use of members every day (excluding Sun- 
days and certain Legal Holidays, notice of which will be posted on Bulletin Board) from 11:30 
AM. until 6:00 p.m. , excepting Saturdays, when the closing hour is 3:30 P.M. 


No guests are permitted in the Club unless accompanied by a member, except by specific 
arrangement with Receptionist (Mr. Webber) for each guest. 


Members are required to register all guests, including members of their family, except 
on Saturdays. 


Members having guests for luncheon will be charged one dollar for each guest, except 
immediate members of family. 


The immediate family of a member are his wife, children or parents. 


Ladies are not permitted in Lounge, Main Dining Room and Grill Room at any time, 


excepting Saturdays, when ladies are admitted to Main Dining Room for luncheon. 
The Ladies’ Dining Room is not to be used by gentlemen unless accompanied by a lady. 


The private dining rooms may be engaged upon application to the Club Manager, who 
is authorized to fix the charge for their use. 


Conduct injurious to the good order, peace, purpose of best interests of the Club, or at vari- 
ance with its By-Laws, or its House Rules, indulged in by a member or his guests shall be cause 
for forfeiture of membership. 


Damage to Glub property by a member or by the guest of a member will be charged 
to the member. 


House accounts are rendered on the first day of each month, and are expected to be 
paid on or before the twentieth day of the month in which they are rendered. If they are 
not paid on or before the last day of the month in which they are rendered, the name of the 
delinquent member may be posted and upon such posting the member's credit shall be sus- 
pended in accordance with the By-Laws. 


A surcharge may be added to the total of a check for any private party and distributed 
by the Manager among the employees serving the party. Donations for the Christmas Fund, 
which is distributed annually to all employees, will be welcomed by the Club any time during 
the year. 


BY-LAWS OF VRE DOWN: TOWN: CLUB 


ARTICLE I 
GOVERNMENT 


SEcTION 1 The Club shall be managed by 
the Board of Directors. It shall be the duty of 
the Board to carry out the purpose of the 
Club according to its Charter and these By- 
Laws, and the Board shall exercise all powers 
of the Club, except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided. Only Resident Members shall be eligi- 
ble to membership on the Board. 


SECTION 2 The Board of Directors shall 
consist of twelve members, to be elected at 
the Annual Meeting so that the term of four 
members of the Board shall expire each year. 


SECTION 3 At each Annual Meeting four 
members shall be elected Directors to serve 
for a term of three years or until their suc- 
cessors are elected, the said term to commence 
immediately following the Annual Meeting. 


SECTION 4 At its first meeting after each 
Annual Meeting, the Board shall elect from 
its own number a President, one or more Vice 
Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, who 
shall hold office for one year or until their 
respective successors shall be elected. The 
offices of Secretary and Treasurer may be 
held by the same Director. Any vacancies 
occurring in its own body or in any of said 


offices shall be filled by the Board. 


SecTION 5 The Board of Directors may 
also appoint a Financial Secretary of the 
Club, who may or may not be a member of 
the Club and who shall receive such compen- 


sation for his services as the Board may deter- 
mine. The term of office of such Financial 
Secretary shall be fixed by the Board of Direc- 
tors, but shall not exceed three years, subject 
to successive reappointments for one or more 
further periods, with like restriction as to the 
term of each period. 


SECTION 6 Subject to the duty to meet at 
least once every two months, except during 
the months of July and August, the Board of 
Directors shall meet at such times as they by 
resolution may determine, and special meet- 
ings shall be called by order of the President, 
or upon the written request of any five mem- 
bers of the Board. At these meetings the 
officers and committees of the Board shall 
present such periodic reports as may be re- 
quired. Eight members shall constitute a 
quorum. 


SecTION 7 The Board of Directors shall 
prescribe House Rules and Rules for the Ad- 
mission of Guests to the privileges of the 
Club. It shall have power to frame rules for 
its own regulations and government. 


ARTICLE II 
MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS 


SeEcTION 1 There shall be an Annual 
Meeting of the Club on the second Friday 
in November of each year at one-thirty 
o'clock p.m. in the Club quarters, unless for 
some special reason the Board of Directors 
designates another day in the month of No- 
vember for such meeting. Should a quorum

not be present, the presiding officer shall ad- 
journ the meeting to any other day at the 
same hour. 


SECTION 2 In addition to the Directors to 
be elected at the Annual Meeting as specified 
in Section 2 of Article 1 of these By-Laws, the 
Club shall also elect as many additional Di- 
rectors as may be required to fill vacancies 
in the Board, and for the purpose of this 
By-Law any Directorship temporarily filled 
by appointment by the Board shall be deemed 
a vacancy. A Director elected to fill a vacancy 
shall take office immediately and hold office 
for the unexpired term of the Director creat- 
ing the vacancy, or until his successor is 
elected. In all cases voting shall be by ballot 
and a majority of all the votes cast shall be 
necessary to elect. The Board may, in its dis- 
cretion, make provision for opening the polls 
and enabling members to cast their ballots 
at designated hours during the day on which 
and prior to the appointed hour at which 
the Annual Meeting is to be held. 


SECTION 3 At least thirty days prior to 
each Annual Meeting, the Board of Directors 
shall appoint a Nominating Committee con- 
sisting of three members, whose names shall 
be posted immediately in the Club quarters. 
On the first day of October in each year the 
Secretary shall post a list of the offices to be 
filled at the next Annual Meeting. It shall be 
the duty of the Nominating Committee to 
nominate one candidate for each office about 
to become vacant. Nominations by such Com- 
mittee shall be made in writing, signed by 
the Committee, and delivered to the Secre- 
tary not later than the tenth day of October, 
and the Secretary shall immediately post such 
nominations in the Club quarters. 


SECTION 4 In addition to the nominations 
made by the Nominating Committee, other 
nominations for the offices to be filled may 
be made in the same manner as prescribed 
for the Nominating Committee by any other 


five members in good standing at any time 
prior to November Ist; and if so made they 
shall be immediately posted by the Secretary 
as provided in case of nominations made by 
the Nominating Committee. A name not 
placed in nomination by either one of the two 
methods prescribed in these By-Laws shall 
not be voted on at the Annual Meeting except 
in case where there is no candidate for any 
office from cause arising after November lst, 
in which case nominations for such vacancy 
may be made at the meeting. 


SECTION 5 The Secretary shall have the 
nominations printed in ballot form, the nom- 
inees for each office to be in alphabetical 
order, and officers renominated indicated by 
an asterisk. He shall mail a ballot to each 
member of the Club entitled to vote, with 
notice of the meeting, and have a supply of 
the same at the meeting, for the use of mem- 
bers, and no other form of ballot shall be 
circulated in the Club quarters or accepted 
at the polls. 


SECTION 6 The order of business at the 
Annual Meeting shall be: 


1. Reading of the Minutes of the last An- 
nual Meeting and of special meetings 
held subsequent thereto.

This order of business may be changed at 
any meeting by a two-thirds vote of the mem-

SECTION 7 Upon the written request of 
twenty-five members, or at the request of the 
Board of Directors, the President shall call a 
Special Meeting of the Club. This request, as 


also the notice of any Special Meeting, shall 
state the object for which the meeting is 
called, and at a Special Meeting no object 
not so stated shall be considered. 


SECTION 8 Notices of all meetings of the 
Club, whether annual or special, shall be 
posted in the Club quarters for one week and 
a copy thereof mailed five days prior to the 
meeting to each member entitled to vote. 


SECTION 9 Twenty members shall consti- 
tute a quorum at any meeting of the Club. 
No stranger or visitor shall be admitted to 
any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE III 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


President 


Section 1 The President shall preside at 
the meetings of the Club and of the Board of 
Directors. He shall perform such duties as 
may be required of him by the By-Laws of 
the Club or by the Board of Directors. The 
President shall be, ex officio, a member of all 
committees. 


Vice President 


SECTION 2 In the absence of the President, 
or in event of his inability to act, any one of 
the Vice Presidents shall perform his duties. 


Secretary 


SecTIon 8 The Secretary shall record the 
minutes of all meetings of the Club and of 
the Board of Directors, shall notify members 
of their election and advise the Treasurer 
thereof, issue notices of all meetings, conduct 
the correspondence of the Club, keep the 
Club records, and perform the duties usually 
pertaining to his office. He shall keep the seal 
of the Club. He shall keep a complete roll 
of the members, with their addresses, and 


shall from time to time certify to the Com- 
mittee on Membership any vacancies in the 
membership of the Club. He shall perform 
all such other duties as the Board of Directors 
may require. Any of the duties prescribed in 
or pursuant to this By-Law may be assigned 


‘by the Board of Directors to the Financial 


Secretary of the Club. 


Treasurer 


SECTION 4 The Treasurer shall collect 
and, under the direction of the Board of Di- 
rectors, disburse the funds. He shall keep the 
accounts of the Club and shall report thereon 
at each regular meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors. He shall pay all bills. He shall give 
such security for the faithful discharge of his 
duties as may be required by the Board of 
Directors in its discretion, but the Board of 
Directors shall not be under any obligation 
to require security. 


SEcTION 5 Written contracts of the Club 
shall be signed by any officer specifically des- 
ignated by resolution of the Board of Direc- 
tors. Checks shall be signed by officers spe- 
cifically designated by the Board of Directors. 


Financial Secretary 


Section 6 The Financial Secretary shall 
perform such duties as prescribed by the 
Board of Directors and such other duties as 
are not required under these By-Laws to be 
performed by any other designated officer. 


ARTICLE IV 


STANDING COMMITTEES 


SecTION 1 At the meeting of the Board 
of Directors for organization, or as soon there- 
after as may be, the Board of Directors shall 
appoint a Membership and House Committee 
and such other committees as the Board may

ARTICLE V 


MEMBERSHIP AND HOUSE COMMITTEES 


SECTION 1 The Membership Committee 
shall consist of seven members, of whom four 
shall constitute a quorum. They shall serve 
for one year or until their successors are 
chosen. They shall receive and act upon all 
applications for membership, making careful 
examination as to the qualifications of each 
candidate. 


SECTION 2 They shall give precedence to 
former members of the Club when proposed 
for re-election. 


SEcTION 3 They shall vote by ballot sep- 
arately upon the names proposed; two nega- 
tive votes shall exclude a candidate; and no 
person shall be elected unless he shall receive 
the votes of a majority of the whole Com- 
mittee, The proceedings of the Committee 
shall be secret and confidential and it shall 
have the exclusive right to prescribe such 
rules for its own government as do not con- 
flict with the By-Laws. 


SECTION 4 The House Committee shall 
consist of the Secretary, the Treasurer and 
three other Directors, whose duties it shall be, 
subject to the direction and control of the 
Directors, to have charge of and manage the 
Club’s rooms, to receive and act upon sug- 
gestions and complaints of members, and to 
make rules for the use of the Club rooms by 
the members and the control of their conduct 
therein, such rules to be known as “House 
Rules.” 

They shall report at each stated meeting 
of the Board. 


ARTICLE VI 
AUDITORS 


Section 1 The President shall appoint 
auditors at the first meeting of the Board of 
Directors following the Annual Meeting, who 
shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and 
certify to the correctness of the same annually. 


_ ARTICLE VII 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1 There shall be the following 
classes of members: 


Resident Members 
Non-Resident Members 


Any man over twenty-one years of age and 
of good standing in the community shall be 
eligible to membership in the Club. Resident 
Members shall be those who reside or have 
a place of business within fifty miles of the 
City Hall of the City of Philadelphia. Non- 
Resident Members shall be those who have 
neither residence nor place of business within 
said limits. Non-Resident Members shall not 
be entitled to hold office in the Club nor to 
vote at any meeting thereof unless they pay 
the same fees and dues as Resident Members. 


SECTION 2 The Board of Directors shall 
have the power to limit the Resident mem- 
bership to such number as they deem wise, 
and thereafter increase or decrease the Resi- 
dent membership in such number at any one 
time as they deem wise. 


Section 8 An applicant for membership - 
must be proposed to the Membership Com- 
mittee by a member of the Club. The appli- 
cation shall be executed on a form provided 
by the Club. The applicant shall furnish the 
Committee with at least two letters of recom- 
mendation from members who have known 
the applicant, setting forth the length of time 
and nature of such acquaintanceship with the 


applicant and any other information required 
by the Committee. If the Committee shall 
decide to receive him as a candidate, it shall 
cause his name and address, with the name 
of the member proposing him, to be posted 
in a conspicuous place in the Club quarters 


for at least ten days, after which time, if ° 


there be a vacancy in the list, the Committee 
may elect him a member. On the election of 
a candidate, the Committee shall notify the 
Secretary of the Club of the same. 


Section 4 A candidate duly elected by 
the Membership Committee, and to whom 
notice of his election has been sent, shall, 
upon payment of the entrance fee and dues 
prescribed, become a member of the Club, 
and be entitled to all privileges of the mem- 
bership: Provided, That. such payment be 
made within thirty days of the mailing of the 
notification of election to his address as given 
on his application. The election of any can- 
didate who shall fail to make such payment 
within thirty days shall become void. 


ARTICLE VIII 


ENTRANCE FEES AND DUES 


SECTION 1 The entrance fee for Resident 
or Non-Resident Members shall be deter- 
mined by the Board of Directors and may be 
changed by them from time to time. 


SECTION 2 A_ Resident Member who 
changes both residence and place of business 
' to a distance of at least fifty miles from the 
City Hall of the City of Philadelphia, on 
written notice to the Treasurer of such re- 
moval, may become a Non-Resident Member. 


SECTION 3 A Non-Resident Member who 
changes his residence or place of business to 
less than fifty miles from the City Hall of the 
City of Philadelphia shall forthwith become a 
Resident Member and shall be liable to pay- 
ment of additional entrance fee as prescribed 


in Section 1 of this Article, and to the pay- 
ment thereafter of the dues of a Resident 
Member. The failure to pay such additional 
entrance fee within thirty days from the date 
of change of status shall subject the member 
in default to the penalties prescribed in Sec- 
tion 4 of this Article. 


SECTION 4 When the dues or house 
charges of any member remain unpaid for 
the period of sixty days, his name shall be 
posted and he shall be notified that his name 
has been posted and that unless paid within 
ten days after such posting, his membership 
shall cease; and in case such dues are not 
paid within said period, or such default be 
not accounted for to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Directors, he shall thereupon cease 
to be a member, and shall forfeit all his in- 
terest in any property of the Club, real or 
personal. 


ARTICLE IX 
TERMINATION OF MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION 1 A member desiring to with- 
draw from the Club must present his resigna- 
tion in writing to the Secretary on or before 
the thirty-first day of October. Otherwise, he 
shall be liable to pay his annual dues for the 
succeeding year. No resignation shall be ac- 
cepted from any member indebted to the 
Club, except by special resolution of the 
Board of Directors. 


SECTION 2 If any member shall be charged 
in writing, addressed to the Board of Direc- 
tors, by any other member, with conduct in- 
jurious to the good order, peace or interest 
of the Club, or at variance with the require- 
ments of its Constitution, By-Laws or Rules, 
or if the Board shall become cognizant of con- 
duct which, in its opinion, may be deemed 
sufficient to warrant a member’s suspension 
or expulsion, and if, after giving the member 
so charged an opportunity to be heard, the 
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Board shall be satisfied of the truth of the 
charge, and ‘that the same demands such 
action, it may proceed to suspend such mem- 
ber for a period not exceeding one year, or it 
may request him to resign, or upon notice to 
him, after presentation of the case, may expel 
him. A majority vote of the entire Board shall 
be required for expelling or suspending a 
member. Provided, however, that any mem- 
ber so suspended or expelled by the Board 
may appeal to the annual meeting, if such 
annual meeting shall occur within the ensuing 
four weeks, or otherwise to a special meeting 
of the Club to be called for the purpose, in 
the following manner: He shall file with the 
Secretary of the Club within one week after 
the meeting of the Board at which his sus- 
pension or expulsion was ordered, a written 
request for the calling of a special meeting, 
and shall in said request set forth his appeal. 
Thereupon the Board shall call a special meet- 
ing of the Club, to be held not later than 
two weeks thereafter, at which meeting the 
member may appear and be heard. A majority 
of the members present at said special meet- 
ing shall have the power to affirm or reverse 
the decision of the Board suspending or ex- 
pelling said member. Pending the appeal, and 
until the action of the Board shall have been

reversed, the suspension or expulsion shall re- 
main in force. 


ARTICLE X 
NOTICE TO MEMBERS 


SECTION 1 The Secretary shall keep at the 
office a record in which any member may 
enter a mail address to which all notices to be 
sent to him shall be directed. In default of 
such entry, such notices shall be served by 
sending them to the member’s last-known ad- 
dress. Notices sent in accordance with this 
By-Law shall be deemed sufficient for the pur- 
poses of these By-Laws or any other matter 
relating to Club affairs. 


ARTICLE XI 
AMENDMENTS 


SECTION 1 These By-Laws may be altered, 
amended or repealed at any meeting of the 
Club, Annual or Special, by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present. Notices of 
proposed amendment shall be furnished to 
the Secretary and posted in a conspicuous 
place in the Club quarters at least fifteen days 
before the meeting at which it is proposed to 
consider them, and the Secretary shall cause 
such notice to be printed and sent to each 
member at least five days before such meeting.
